FLURSPAR INVESTIGATIONS 
IN KENTUCKY AND ILLINOIS 

A. B. Ladoo, mineral technolo- 
gist of the U. S. Bureau of Mines, 
recently spent a month in the scuth- 
ern Illinois and western Kentucky 
fluor spar field in order to complete 
the investigation of the fluorspar in- 
dustry. The outstanding feature of 
the fluorspar situation is that our 
known reserves are very low, says 
the bureau, and, unless new 
are found, fluorspar will be 
scarce and expensive within a few 
years. The development of possible 
substitutes is being considered. The 
object of the fluorspar investigation 
is the eventual preparation of a bul- 
letin on all phases of the situation.

Cover Crops 

Everyone who farms should be in- 
terested in cover crops and interested 
right now. Scientists hsve figured 
out how much plant food is lost each 
year when a field is left bare and 
left so that it washes. Sufficient to 
that immense quantities of val- 
uable plant food are lost in the 
sloping bare fields of Crittenden coun- 
ty letting alone the gullies that are 
formed which require more labor to 
get the ground in shape in the next 
spring. Rye is an excellent cover 
iron and it is used in practically all 
cases except where wheat is grown 
as a regular farm crop. Farmers in 
Callowsy county for example who 
never before had used cover crops 
seeded 1000 acres of rye last year 
and they plsn to increase this year. 

Every bare field should be seeded 
in the fall to some crop that will pro- 
tetst the soil from erosion and leach- 
taj during hie winter. The more 
sloping the land and the looser the 
Bffal the greater will be the need for 
protection of this kind 

Fields that have been in cow peas 
should be covered during the winter 
a. it W well known (be loosening me- 
tion tiey have on land. When

Pulp Should Prove Valuable Adjunct 
to Fare of Animal Whan Com- 
pared With 8Mage. , 

(Prtp.r.d kf the Unit,,! BtstS* Dtpsrtmssl 

of At rlculture.) 

That dried apple-pectin pulp should 
prove a valuable adjunct to the furs 
of tbe dulry cow la the coni'luston 
drawn from unalyaea and feeding trials 
conducted by the bureau of chemistry, 
United btatf* Departuieut of Agricul- 
ture, in collaboration with the Bureau 
of Animal Industry. Thin feed made 
a favorable showing when compared 
with dried beet pulp and corn Hllage. 

Apple-pectin pulp Is the by-product 
rem.!luln« after pectin has been ex- 
truded from apple pomace, or, ua H 
la sometimes culled, cider -press cake. 
After the pectin has ben extracted 
about three-fourthe of the total weight 
of the pulp Is water, rendering It sub- 
ject to rapid spoilage. Heretofore It 
has been thrown away, but It has been 
found thut when the pulp Is dried 
It cun be kept for a considerable time 
and, because of Its reduced weight, 
handled and shipped economically. 
8onie manufacturers have recently In- 
atulled evaporators for drying the 
pulp In order to market the product 
for Btock feed. 

The feedlnK experiment Iniluded a 
preliminary test with one cow for a 
period of 20 duys. and a later one 
with 6 cows. The dried pectin pulp 
was always mixed with three times Its 
weight of water aeveral hours before 
feeding. In the flrOt teat the cow was 
fed corn silage for 20 days, then, after 
a transition period of .1 days, she wa« 
given pectin pulp for 20 days, and 
after another transition period of 5 
days, she was fed corn allage for an- 
other 20 days. In all these periods 
g.uln mi fed In connection with the 
roughage.
